Six extra Officers of the Ist 
Bombay Grenadiers yo to eden in the R. 
IL. M. 8. Hardinge. The 2nd Bombay 
Grenadiers will have 12 Officers. 

Bomlny, Oct. 21.--The R.1.M.8. 
Hardingr has heon detailed to convey the 
2nd Bombay Grenadiers to Aden to act as 
a reserve in case more troops are wanted in 
Somaliland. She leaves on Thuraday, 

Poona, Oct. 22,—Two Maxim guna were 
despatched toe Bombay to-day to be taken 
to Somaliland with the 2nd  Bomday 
Grenadiers, 

Bombay, October 21.— The 2nd Bombay 
Grenadiers, from Mhow, have been ordered 
toSomaliland.
